11 competitively placed in the top 10 of the competitors in State,
12 regional, or national competitions of the sport, (iii) the
13 parent or guardian has provided documentation of such training
14 and recognition, and (iv) the pupil completes alternative
15 coursework in physical education, as determined by the school

16 district. School boards which choose to exercise this".
